Israel’s worth dying for 



Usually 1 am not one for writing, 
prefering to let my photographs speak 
for themselves, but after last week’s 
comment by Harold Koblin and his » 
associates on "Must one be a Zionist to 
be Jewish?", my time to write has 
arrived. 

After reading the comment I could 
not help but remember the saying that 
"the biggest antl-semites of all .are 
some of the Jews themselves". It seems 
that the comment took the view that the 
modern state of Israel Is the messianic 
country for which Jews have been 
praying and going to their deaths for 
5000 years. This Is not the case at all. 
Israel is a country like Canada or France 
or any other In the world, with just one 
difference — she Is the only country on 
the Earth willing to fight and die for me 
as a Jew and because I am one. No 
other country can make that claim. 
Israel is the Jewish State, not the God 
sanctioned nation that Mr. Koblin would 
have us believe really exists. 

Israel, which Is smaller than Van- 
couver Island (Israel has an area of 
20,700 square km .) Is necessary for my 
survival, that of my people, and that of 
my religion. Mr. Koblin and his 
associates feel that we (Israel) should 
give into Palestinian demands and yield 
at least Judea and Samaria (West 
Bank). They seem to forget that the PLO 
states In Its charter (1973) “for the entire 
destruction of Israel” and the "return to 
Its legitimate owners — the Palestinian 
people". This is the same group that 
refuses to recognize the legitimate right 
of the Jewish people to a homeland In 
Israel (UN Charter 242). 



While I admit Israel Is not perfect 
when It comes to human rights It Is far 
better than the USSR and just as good If 
not better than the USA. One must 
remember that Israel is barely 30 years 
old, and has had to grow up very quickly 
for her own survival. I wonder If Mr. 
Koblin and his associates have ever 
been to Israel. By the sounds of It I 
doubt it. 

I also wonder If they remember their 
past history — the conquests of the 
Babylonians, the Assyrians, the Per- 
sians, the Egyptians, the Greeks, the 
Romans, the Byzantlans, the Muslims, 
the Turks, the British, the Germans, and 
in recent times the attempts by the 500 
million Arabs. Do they forget the 
destruction of the first and second 
temples, the slavery, the exiles to the 
Diaspora, the dark ages, the Spanish 
Inquisition, the ghettos, the Holocaust? 
Would they like to see the murders, the 
rapes, the gas chambers, or the hijacks 
by the PLO return to haunt us again? 

It is amazing but the world forgets 
very quickly — the Holocaust calling it 
a lie, the rise of the Neo-Nazis, the turn 
abouts of Anwar Sadat, and the so- 
called friendships with the USSR and 
now the USA. 

As Jews we must remember, and not 
forget the past. We must stand up and 
fight If we have to In order to survive. 
After 5000 years of yearning for a 
Jewish homeland (Zionism) by my 
people, It is unfortunate that there are 
still Jews who do not see the need for 
Zionism.

In a new age for Quebec. The granting 
of a second mandate has made the PQ 
into Quebec's establishment party; like 
the 1960 Liberals, the PQ is composed 
of the best and the brightest of 
Quebec’s technocrats, working with the 
benefit of a wide consensus for social 
change. 

For the first time, the PQ government 
also contains representatives of 
Quebec's anglophone minority. During 
the last mandate, anglophones could 
legitimately claim they lacked effective 
representation In the government, 
something that Is no longer the case. 
The election of two anglo Péqulstes, 
Robert Doan and David Payne, means 
that Quebec anglos have a voice in 
what has until now been Identified as a 
basically francophone party. 

It would be foolish to argue that the 
PQ's re-election signifies the start of a 
new Quiet Revolution; the PQ Isn’t 
planning any major structural economic 
changes in Quebec society, preferring 
Instead to concentrate on a program of 
moderate social reform. However, the 
election results may usher In a new 
Quiet Revolution for Quebec minorities, 



perception of the nature of Quebec 
society for any rapprochement to take 
place. The days of English 
predominance are over, and Quebec 
anglos will have to stop harbouring 
dreams of returning to the past, looking 
Instead to the future. , 

English cooperation Is not a retreat 
from security and self-interest. Rather, 
It represents a sharing in a future which 
will benefit all Quebeckers. French 
Quebeckers have asserted themselves 
and gained parity despite, and not 
because of, anglophone voters. It is 
time anglos took some sort of action to 
heal the scars which have plagued 
Quebec since 1763. 

In rejecting the negative message 
Implicit in the Liberal’s campaign, 
francophone Quebeckers have given a 
vote of confidence to Quebec. Perhaps 
the time may not be far away when 
anglos decide that today's Quebec is 
worth working for. 

As the Liberal slogan, albeit in a 
different context, said, "It’s our future 
too."

Must one be antl-semitic to be socialist? 



I happen to agree with the 
sontlmont oxproased by Prof. 
Wolaa concerning Prof. 
Gutklnd's Jewish solf-hato. But 
slnco she did not take tho 
troublo to oxplaln how she 
arrlvod at hor conclusion, hor 
lottor 8orvod nothing moro than 
to confuso tho dobato. 

Zionism can bo criticized 
from many points of vlow and 
for many motivations. Some 
Zionists rospond to any 
criticism by porfunctorlly 
labelling It as anti-somltlc, or If 
It Is volcod by Jews, as solf- 
hato or self-blamo. Indeed, Prof. 
Weiss appoars to be just this 
sort — soo for Instance hor 
crltlquo of tho Israeli Poaco 
Now movomont In tho last 
August’s Issuo of the right-wing 
Commentary magazlno. 

On tho othor hand, since tho 
last world war, In which anti- 
semitism was soverely 
dlacrotod, countloss Jew- 
haters havo hid behind tho 
façado of "anti-Zionism." One 
need only pick up a copy of 
noo-Nazl publications like Id 
Québec or American Mercury 
(tho lottor actually classlcal- 
Nazl) to verify this phenomon. 
Notlco what ’’leftists" those 
Nazis suddonly bocomo on the 
single Issue of tho. Arab-lsraoll 
conflict. (Bon-Abdallah, lotoly 
of tho Corclo d'Etudes Arabos, 
attacks tho "Zionists" who 
"since the dawn of humanity 
have pursuod their calling of 
sowing dissension among 
peoples to bettor dominate tho 
world,” Le Devoir, 13-7- 79.) 

Wo are consequently left 
with tho laborious task of 
subjeotlng all criticism of 
Zionism (or anything else for 
that matter) to careful scrutiny, 
paying especial attention to 
context, loose generalization, 
etc. Unfortunately, such an 
analysis of Gutklnd's pseudo- 
leftism loads Ineluctably to the 
conclusion that ho Is not just 
"anti-Zionist" but also anti- 
Semitic. Ho thus stands In 
relationship to the Jews as 
Anita Bryant does to women, 
Muzorewa to the Zimbabweans, 
etc. 

Gutklnd Is challenged by 
George Portway to pronounce 
hlmsolf on the Palestinian 
question. This In itself Is 
curious. Since when must a 



socialist necessarily comment 
on every single Issue on the 
planet? Perhaps Gutklnd knows 
nothing about Zionism, as his 
response seems to Indicate. 
Are Gutklnd's progressive 
principles suspect simply 
becauso he is Jewish? 

But assuming that Portway's 
question for "one voice on all 
repression" Is valid, we are still 
awaiting his and Gutklnd's 
pronouncements on the per- 
secution of Jews In Syria, Iraq, 
and Iran, to which the condition 
of the West Bank Arabs Is a 
Sunday school picnic by 
comparison. And what do they 
think about the barbarous 
expulsion of Jews from Arab 
countries after 1948? About the 
present genocide of the Black 
Jews of Ethiopia? Soviet anti- 
semitism? And last but not 
least, the PLO's official denial 
of the Israelis' right to self- 
determination on the pretext 
that there can be no "religious 
states," while it lends uncritical 
support to monolithlcally 
Moslem Pakistan and Fun- 
damentalist Iran, the proud 
"Islamic State"? Why do 
Portnoy and Gukind, like most 
of the Left, remain silent on 
these questions? 

Tho Zionist movement was 
one of several responses 
Initiated by European Jewry to 
liberate Itself from' abject 
poverty, violent hostility, 
cultural repression, and 
eventually genocide. Although 
some areas of Palestine had 
age-old Jewish communities, 
and while the major centre, 
Jerusalem, had a Jewish 
majority slnco the mid- 
nineteenth century, the over- 
whelming majority of the 
population was Arab. From the 
very beginning, despite the 
denials of many Zionists today, 
an effort was mado not only to 
purchase Arab land, but In the 
words of Herzl, "to spirit" the 
landless fellahln out of the 
country. After 1948 began the 
outright confiscation of 
Palestinian land, with the full 
backing of the new Israeli state 
machinery (legislation, courts, 
army, etc.). 

Any socialist or person of 
good conscience cannot but 
protest this policy of official 
Zionism. But many such people 
within the Zionist camp did

Gutklna, In his letter, says 
not a word about the 
Palestinians, save for one 
mechanical Incantation of 
"support" for their "struggle." 
Instead, he usurps their cause 
In order to give vent to his Jew- 
hatred, by crudely attempting 
to equate Zionism with Nazism. 
As "evidence" of this "link," he 
claims that the Theodore Herzl 
Schule In Berlin was located 
near the Adolf Hitler Platz, and 
adds an exclamation mark for 
dramatic effect. How many 
people, and of what level of 
Intelligence, did he expect to 
convince with this cogent 
reasoning? 

But Herr Professor next 
proceeds to carry his profound 
analysis to a high theoretical 
level. "The Zionist version of 
racism and the theory of the 
Chosen People," we are in- 
formed, In Its "Nazi version... 
resulted in the death of 
members of my family." Such a 
despicable antl-semitic at- 
tempt to Insidiously blame the 
victim, by Innuendo, for the 
Holocaust, should have been 
condemned by all progressives 
at McGill, be they Jewish, 
Arabic, or other. 

Both mainstream and left- 
wing Zionism has always ar- 
dently opposed any "theory of 
the Chosen People." Much to 
the contrary of Gutklnd's 
uninformed remarks, It was 
'precisely this striving of 
Zionists to "normalize" the 
Jewish people, to make 
themselves a nation like nay 
other, that led them Into bitter 
conflict with a portion of the 
religious Jewish community. 
Today the tiny, ultra-Orthodox 
Naturel Karta sect, in its 
fanatical adherence to the 
biblical tenets of chosen 
peoplehood and messlanlsm, 
still refuses to recognize the 
Israeli state and are active 
opponents of all Zionism. Small 
ultra-right fringe groups have 
developed Zionist variants of 
Jewish superiority. The most 
vocal support of this brand of 
racism, Melr Kahane, has been 
In and out of Israeli prisons 
because of his fascist ac- 
tivities. Please excuse me If 1 
leave aside the question of 
whether his rights to free 
speech have been violated — I 
will let Gutklnd take that up as 
proof that Israel is a Nazi state,

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Violence in the f3tnily

It Is surprising and alarming 
but true: Stastistlcally 

speaking, you are safer on the 
streets than you are at home. 
You are safer with a stranger 
than with a relative or friend. 
Forty per cent of all homicides 
In North American are carried 
out by people living In the same 
household as their victims. And 
then there are all those murders 
committed by spouses, parents 
and siblings living separate 
from each other. Murder Is only 
one small part of the total ugly 
picture of the hurt and Injury, 
both physical and emotional, 
that is the consequence of 
family violence. 

This past weekend, the Tree 
Foundation of Canada, a 
research group dedicated to 
the systematic investigation of 
the extent and nature of family 
violence In Canada, co- 
sponsored a conference with 
Champlain Regional College on 
the subject. Experts In family 
law, psychiatry, social work, 
the sociology of the family and 
related fields from overjwenty 
different countries were seen 
on tape discussing an issue 
that still ranks as one of the 
greatest hushed-up secrets in 
our society. 

In our not having focussed 
public attention on the problem 
until recently, we have allowed . 
It to flourish — If that is the 
correct word for a phenomenon 
that destroys lives and makes a 
mockery of the myth of the 
happy family. 

It was only in 1962 that a Dr. 
Kempein Colorado began an In- 
depth exploration of the causes 
of what had been considered a 
‘radiological phenomenon’, 
chronic subdural hemotoma, 
otherwise known as chronic 
hemmoraglng beneath the 
skull. Until then doctors had 
been content to treat the Injury 
without Inquiring Into its 
causes. Its cause, Dr. Kemp 
found, was the battering of the 
child’s skull by a parent whose 
sanity would break In-, 
termlttently and who would 
unleash his or her rage on the 
child. Further Investigation 



revealed that In nearly evsrp- 
case the anger that fueled the 
attack was In no way as 
spontaneous as it may have 
appeared, that Inevitably Its 
origins could be traced back to 
the frustrations and deficits 
experienced by the parent In 
the period of his or her 
childhood. 

According to Anthony Storr, 
world-renowned writer, 
psychiatrist and lecturer In 
Psychiatry, “The ultimate act of 
violence occurs against a 
background of repeated 
humiliation and cruelty...many 
violent acts are Initiated by 
persons who have been made 
to feel humiliated, Ineffective, 
and of no account. ..the 
resentment which (finally) 
issues in violence often 
goesback a long way, so that 
the person who Isattacked 
represents not only himself, but 
a whole series of other persons 
who have caused humiliation." 

Clearly, in child abuse a 
vicious cycle is at work. The 
humiliated child, the child 
whose helplessness and 
dependenecy .have been ex- 
ploited by one or both of his 
parents, grows up to be the 
insecure, low self-regarding 
adult who acts out his 
childhood hurts by abusing his 
own child. 

It is sad but the most 
helpless is treated with the 
most cruelty, probably because 
retaliation Is unlikely, im- 
possible, or, If possible, not 
threatening because of 
physical limitations. 

According to Albert J. Solnit, 
Professor of Paediatrics and 
Psychiatry at Yale University: 
"Helplessness Is a magnet for 
nurturing, for attention and for 
action; It also Is a painful 
reminder of one's own fear of 
helplessness and can be a 
magnet for attack (violence)." 

Also, It Is now accepted as 
fact by psychiatrists and 
psychologists that neglect, 
which Is often the result of

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CAUT to hold inquiries into Mandel, Weldon cases

McGill may well become the 
most Investigated university In 
Canada this summer. 

It appears that the Canadian 
Association of . University 
Teachers (CAUT) will open 
enquiries into both the Political 
Science Department’s refusal 
to hire professor David Mandel 
and Economics professor Jack 
Weldon’s allegations of unjust 
procedures by McGill Senate In 
a Judgement taken against 
himself and two other 
economics professors. 

Mandel asked the CAUT to 



proceed with a unilateral In- 
vestigation of his charges of 
political bias and irregular 
procedure In the Political 
Science Department’s decision 
to reject his candidacy for- a 
position In the Department last 
spring, after the University 
refused to co operate In a CAUT 
inquiry. 

“The Information that I have 
Is that the Board of the CAUT 
has Initiated action, but It 
might be unwise to comment 
any further as of yet," Mandel 
told the Daily. 

Weldon was also guarded 



regarding the possibility of a 
CAUT Inquiry In response to his 
demand that the Senate 
Judgement taken against him 
be annulled. 

“I understand a committee of 
Inquiry is to be established on 
complaints I placed before the 
Principal," said Weldon. 

Weldon’s grievance dates 
from November of 1978 when 
he, Tom Asimakopolos and Eric 
Kierans, all professors in the 
Economics Department, were 
reprimanded by Senate for 
alleged disclosure of con- 
fidential Information In 



November 1978. 

In a letter to Principal 
Johnston, Weldon stated that 
the Senate decision, which was 
taken without any of the three 
sanctioned professors being 
allowed to address the body 
that was Judging them, was 
"contrary to law" and "wholly 
violated the rules of natural 
Justice." 

The documents the three 
economics professors were 
alleged to have circulated were 
among 37 documents faculty 
had been Instructed to destroy 
by an administrative directive. 



The documents were 
correspondence pertaining to 
the controversial promotion of 
Economics Professor Antal 
Deutsch. 

In addition to the probable 
CAUT Inquiries, McGill Is under 
Investigation by the Quebec 
Labour Court for alleged 
violations of the Quebec labour 
code. 

A Judgement In. the case 
against McGill, brought by the 
McGill Faculty Union, Is ex- 
pected within a month. 



McGill’s Hillel feeds minds as well as stomachs

McGill students persevered 
for hours In the library, 
quixotically seeking to rftallze 
their intellectual potential. 
After books they shake the 
bottle, or booty In a nervy at- 
tempt to realize their social 
potential. McGill's Jewish 
population can strive to 'fulfill 
its intellectual, social and 
spiritual potential at Hillel. 

"Hillel allows the opportunity 
for anyone who is interested In 
anything Jewish to express 
themselves," says Rona 
Kosansky, president of the 
McGIII-Concordla Hillel. 

Hillel’s politics, real or 
imagined, are Its greatest 
misnomer. As an organization 
which seeks to cater to the 
many needs of a diverse Jewish 
student population of 4,000, 
unswerving politics are Im- 
practical. 

"It’s a Zionist organization In 
that there are members who are 
active Zionists," Kosansky 
says. 

“But we can’t define it as 
Zionist because the members 
range from Reagan supporters 
to socialists.” 

Sponsoring events as varied 
as Tommy Schnurmacher to 
Rap with a Rabbi counselling, 
Hillel may be accused of 
seeking to be all things to all 
Jews. As the organization nears 
Its fiftieth year at McGill, the 
circumstances of its birth 
shows that It was once one 
thing to many people. 

"Hillel started in the 1930’s 
as a fraternity because Jewish 
students were not allowed to 
join the frats or sororities on 
campus,” says Mark Zareckl, 
director of university and 
CEGEP services for Hillel. 

“The funding came from 
B’nal Brlth and It bought the 
present building we’re In (Hillel 
House on Stanley St.)." 

The poet A.M. Klein was one 
of the founders of the fraternity, 
and since that day Hillel has 
been funded by the Combined 
Jewish Appeal (CJA), the fund 
raising arm of Allied Jewish 
Community Services (AJCS). Its 
present $10,000 budget is 75 
per cent from CJA, 10 per cent’ 
from B’nai Brlth and the rest 
from private donations and 
money Hillel raises. 

Working under the aegis of 
the McGill chaplaincy service, 
Hillel provides the Jewish 
chaplaincy on campus. Ob- 
viously, the Jewish religion Is 



central to most everything 
Hillel does but the direction Is 
more progressive rather than 
proselytic. 

"On a global level, the two 
most popular events are the 
Students’ Struggle for Soviet 
Jewry and working for a 
Falasha Jewry," Kosansky 
says. 

The SSSJ program, like 
others at Hillel, was initiated by 
students, now a committee, 
and it seeks to sensitize the 
McGill and world community to 
the plight of Jews in the Soviet 
Union through buttons, and by 
sponsoring refugees. 

“We also have Influence 
beyond the campus," Zareckl 
says. "The SSSJ is known 
beyond McGill in the Soviet 
Union and In the Canadian 
External Affairs department. 
It’s one of the -only such 
student groups In North 
America." 

The Falasha committee of 25 
has also been successful In 
assisting Black Ethiopian Jews 
who are being persecuted In 
their homeland. 

You may wonder at Hlllel’s 
persistent Interest In the cult 
movement and the cult In- 
formation center in Hillel 
House. Hillel co-sponsored 
with Chaplaincy Service a Cult 
Seminar last year and has 
continued with cult programs 
this year. 

"The cult information center 
arose out of a personal Interest 
on the part of a few staff and 
students," Kosansky says. 

"There Is a large presence of 
Jews in the cult movement. It’s 
a large generalization but the 
statistics as far as I know show 
a large number of Jews Ini- 
tiated In the cult movements." 

The Human Sexuality 
seminar in February was 
Initiated by Hillel and co- 
sponsored with Chaplaincy and 
a host of other groups. 

With its programming 
successes unpredictable, the 
Purim dance being one of the 
hits, Hillel may have to look to 
McGill’s Jewish community for 
sustenance. 

"We had other priorities this 
year like relations with the rest 
of the Jewish community In 
Montreal and Canada," 
Kosansky says. "We felt we’d 
strengthen that before McGill. 

“Hillel has been more 
separate from the student 
community than It would like to 
be." 



Amy PesnefcJ Hillel VP Exter- 
nal, believes the organization 
has a way to go before it 
satisfies its own desires, let 
alone those of Its members. 

"Hillel has a lot of potential 
and there are a lot of 
stereotypes," Pesnersays. 

"What we’re trying to do this 
year Is change that." 

The stereotypes, Zareckl 
says, "come In when people 



aren’t happy with their own 
identify, which we represent." 

Plans for next year Involve a 
bit of cosmetic surgery on the 
Hillel image — a new logo, 
name and symbol. The accent 
will be, says Kosansky, on 
"getting Involved with issues 
that the student community is 
dealing with." • 

The consensus seems to be 
that for Hillel to realize Itself, a 



higher campus profile will In- 
volve more than exhilarating 
horas. 

"The most successful 
programs are the social ones 
and the most Intellectually 
stimulating are the political 
programs," Pesner says. Which 
are the ones that fail? The 
political unfortunately." 



Chaplains put left foot forward

As new McGill students tear 
on to campus each year, 
charged with radical Ideas and 
an overwhelming desire for 
social change, they are often 
quick to dismiss the 
Chaplaincy Service —, the 
representatives of the Church 
on campus — as little more 
than proponents of traditional 
mores, and supporters of the 
status quo. 

But during the past year, 
members of the McGill 
Chaplaincy Service have 
countered this view, 
questioning university and 
government policy toward 
South Africa and Latin 
America, and challenging 
accepted mores In the area of 
sexual tolerance and gay 
rights. 

Last month, three chaplains 
submitted a brief to the Board 
of Governors’ Committee to 
Advise on Matters of Social 
Responsibility on the issue of 
McGill holdings In South Africa. 
While the brief was one of the 
few submissions that sup- 
ported divestment In the 
strongest terms, it went beyond 
this to question the com- 
petence of the Board to rule on 
this matter. 

"A good number of the 
current Board of Governors are 
corporate executives whose 
companies and interest are 
economically linked to South 
Africa. To vote for divestment 
would be Inconsistent with a 
corporate value system which 
demands that one protects 
one’s own profits and Interests 
in any transaction," the brief 
read. 

Presbyterian/United Church 
Chaplain Chris Ferguson ex- 
plains: "It was quite clear that 
due to the Board’s conflit of 
Interest, their decision had 
been made before thqy heard, 
us. .1. don’t know .why. they! ! 



wanted to go through with the 
procedure." 

Anglican Minister Roger Balk 
and Catholic Priest Edward 
Langols stress that their 
religiosity extends beyond 
prayer services, marriages and 
other traditional parish ac- 
tivities. 

"We try to discover what the 
current issues on campus are 
and seeing what kind of In- 
sights our religious position 
might bear on the subject," 
Balk told the Dally. 

Says Langols: "We’re con- 
cerned with the general 
humanistic goals of Justice, 
equality, a world free of 
pollution, war, discrimination 
and nuclear arms." 

Langols says that the large 
number of Latin American 
students who pray at the 
Newman Centre, where he 
works, led to the chaplaincy’s 
Involvement In the issue of El 
Salvador and Latin America. 

In the last week of March, the 
Chaplaincy Service held a 
discussion on "The Church and 
Latin America" and took part In 
a memorial service for Ar- 
chbishop Oscar Romero of El 
Salvador, who was 
assassinated by a right-wing 
death squad in March 1980. 

Earlier this year ministers 
held a peace liturgy as part of 
the Disarmament Week 
organized by Project 
Ploughshares McGill. Other 
groups that work closely with 
the chaplaincy Include the 
McGill Native Students' 
Association, the Benedict 
Labrô House and two gay 
Christian groups. Several dozen 
student volunteers work on 
projects run by the Student 
Christian Movement, that 
Reverend Balk leads. The 
projects, which involve work 
with the elderly and. with 
tro.pblpd.-,adolescôrttd ( ','.are 
centred /Jti>.thè. -.YëllbtoVûbor 



Coffee House on Aylmer Street. 
As well, the Chaplaincy has 
helped sponsor a Cambodian 
refugee family. 

According to Mary Mooney, 
who organized the talk on Latin 
America, this sort of activity is 
a "natural outgrowth of faith 
and understanding. This feeling 
doesn't Just happen on Sun- 
days. It must translate Into 
everyday Issues." 

The three-part series on 
human sexuality held earlier 
this semester investigated 
human sexual development 
and gay sexuality. 

The chaplains say they are 
not at all uneasy about working 
for gay rights, even though 
certain denominations con- 
demn homosexuality. Nor do 
they shy away from support for 
national liberation movements 
that may have marxlst orien- 
tations. 

"The whole liberation 
theology is based on a marxlan 
analysis, an analysis of social, 
economic patterns. Liberation 
theory is In every way com- 
patible with the church, says 
Balk. 

"All of us recognize that we 
encounter a variety of things 
with which we personally 
disagree, and we don't hide 
that. But anyone, regardless of 
viewpoint or lifestyle will get 
support and help here." 

Says Chris Ferguson: 
"We've all lived through ac- 
tivism on campus. My own 
political stance has been In- 
formed by marxism." 

"Most people expect 
mysticism when they first meet 
us. They think we will want to 
tell them what kind of life to 
lead, what religious beliefs to 
have. Of course religion is a 
concern to us, but just as much 
as religion, we’re concerned 
with life, Justice, peace and

Our cats and dogs 

aren’t complaining 

To the Daily: 

We would like to respond to 
the letter from Robert Dunlop 
(Dally, March 2) about the use 
of laboratory animals at McGill, 
and to point out a number of 
inaccuracies which were 
contained in his letter. 

Mr. Dunlop says, "un- 
dergraduate science students 
at McGill are given live dogs 
and cats to operate on" and 
that "the animals were not 
properly anesthetized." First of 
all, no undergraduate students 
at McGill are given any dogs or 
cats to operate on. Un- 
dergraduate use of animals is 
restricted to rodents or rabbits 
for either behavioral studies or 
dissection of organs removed 
from dead animals. Secondly, 
dogs and cats are only supplied 
to, qualified biomedical 
research scientists for research 
purposes (non-instructional). 

Mr. Dunlop says, "To give live 
cats and dogs to un- 
dergraduates to dissect cannot 
be justified from any scientific 
point of view." With this we 
entirely agree. We cannot, 
however, agree that "McGill’s 
record In both human and 
animal experiments in 
medicine and psychology is far 
from proud.” There have been 
many significant ac- 
complishments in the field of 
biomedical research at McGill 
over the years. Through them, 
much pain and suffering, both 
human and animal, has been 
relieved. 



As to the work done at the 
Allan Memorial Institute by Dr. 
Ewan Cameron: 1) It was not 
unusual in the field of 
psychiatry 30 years ago; 2) It 
would not be permitted at 
McGill today because of 
current elaborate approval 
mechanisms for research; 3) it 
is totally unrelated to any 
current teaching or research at 
the University. 

Mr. Dunlop refers to a 
“shoddy record of unethical 
behavior, the likelihood that 
many of the animal ex- 
periments might be linked to 
similar questionable ob- 
jectives, and the callous 
irresponsibility shown by 
faculty in allowing their un- 
dergraduates to abuse animal 
life." This situation simply does 
not exist. 

He proposes that "an ethical 
review bpard be created 
composed of members of the 
Montreal and McGill com- 
munity." In fact, such a 
structure is in operation. The 
Canadian Council on Animal 
Care, which consists of 
representatives from 14 
agencies (including the 
Canadian- Federation of 
Humane Societies) .issues 
ethics for animal ex- 
perimentation and very specific 
guidelines on all aspects of the 
care and use of laboratory 
animals, which all universities 
are required to follow. The 
CSPCA, as a member of the 
Canadian Federation of 
Humane Societies, participates 
in the assessment of McGill's 
animal care and use programs. 
The current executive director 
of the CSPCA, Lt.Col. Comtois, 
was on the five-member panel 
from the Canadian Council of 
Animal Care which recently 
reviewed the use of animals at 
McGill, and he is able to visit all 
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laboratories at any time in 
conjunction with the University 
Animal Care Officer. 

There also exists the 
University Animal Care Com- 
mittee, which can — and does 
— prevent research practices 
which do not follow the CCAC 
guidelines. This committee 
reviews all animal research 
protocols at McGill and 
generally oversees and ensures 
the proper handling of animals 
at McGill. 

In addition, there is a Facility 
Animal Care Committee at each 
location within the University 
where there is animal research 
which reports to and liases with 
the University Committee. 

The pain tolerance ex- 
periments to which Mr. Dunlop 
refers are being conducted in 
the Psychology Department 
and involve quite harmless 
procedures, all of which the 
researchers have first per- 
formed on themselves. They 
have the full approval of the 
granting agencies and the 
University Animal Care Com- 
mittee. 

The University Animal Care 
Committee requires and ex- 
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I pects any McGill student who 
suspects a case of animal 
abuse to contact the Com- 
mittee immediately. It is Im- 
portant that our students know 
that such abuses can be 
reported and that action can be 
taken to prevent them. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Dunlop did not first verify his 
information with the University 
before proceeding with his 
tetter to the McGill Daily, 
causing these misun- 
derstandings.

Debate is the lynchpin of 
democracy. The existence of 
debate In Israel over Jewish 
settlements in the West Bank is 
indicative of the high level of 
democracy that has always 
been the norm In the Jewish 
state. Arab residents of Israel 
are not excluded for this pr- 
cess; they are extended the 
basic right to vote. 

Critique is healthy Insofar as 
it is rooted in reality and is 
designed with a proper un- 
derstanding of the problem. 
Only through an analysis of the 
situation In its proper context 

— and not by meshing it 
together with unrelated Issues 

— can intellectual Justice be 
served. The attempt to make a 
political and philosophical 
stance has come at the ex- 
pense of objectivity; in 
nourishing their beliefs the 
concerned members of the 
Dally have lost the intellectual 
capacity to judge, assess and 
distinguish.

Food prices at dépanneurs 
are approximately 16 per cent 
higher than prices at super- 
markets, according to a recent 
survey compiled by the McGill 
Public Interest Research Group 
(McPIRG). 

Results of the survey, con- 
ducted between March 20 and 
April 4, also Indicate that there 
Is little regional .variation in 
Montreal food prices. 

Data for the survey was 
compiled by surveying prices of 
41 food and household con- 
venience items at 24 Montreal 
supermarkets and dépanneurs. 

“We thought It would be a 
good Idea to find the variance 
of food prices within the 
general vicinity of McGill," said 
Michael Clarke, one of the 
survey's co-ordinators. 



"We found there were at 
least 60 convenience stores In 
the McGill vicinity (Atwater to 
Parc). There seems to be quite a 
bit of competition in food 
prices downtown, so I'd say 
that McGill students are 
probably doing as well as the 
rets of Montreal when they go 
shopping," said Clarke. • , 

Nancy Kingsbury, another 
member of the Survey team, 
said that the higher prices 
found at dépanneurs are 
balanced by their'convenience 
and easy access. 

"They’re open later and 
they're easier to get to, but you 
definitely pay for the con- 
venience," she said. 

Results of the survey, which 
the group expects to continue 
next year, are available at the 
McPIRG office In room 417 of 
the Union.

parenting even more suffused 
with psychopathology than Is 
the case with battering, leaves 
a grim emotional legacy. 

While arguments persist 
about whether to prosecute the

Civil libertarians who 
have been fortunate enough to 
escape this kind of damaging 
family life with all its tragic 
consequences may rail all they 
wish about the rights of 
privacy, the sacrosanctlty of 
the home, the rights of the 
parent to bring up his or her 
child according to his or her 
own perceptions and practices. 
An adolescent permanently 
blinded in childhood as a result 
of a parent’s having thrown 
boiling water In his face or an 
adult with chronic and severe 
emotional problems brought on 
by cruel, abusive or persistently ; 
neglectful parenting may well \ 
think otherwise. , 

If parents can’t give a child | 
the sort of nurturing necessary ( 
for his free and healthy , 
development, it Is time that we . 



as a society are prepared to 
strive to make that judgement 
1 In good faith and to provide an 
) alternative. 

s Ell Newberger, Director of 
the Family Development Study 
and Chief of the Family 
Development Clinic at . the 
Children’s Hospital In Boston 
and Robert Bourne, an 
Assistant Professor of 
Sociology at Northeastern 
University remark on just how 
broad an effort Is required In 
order to root out the causes of 
child abuse. Their remarks can 
reasonably be generalized to 
■take in all forms of family 
violence, if not all forms of 
violence period: “The needs 
and rights of all children need 
legally to be spelled out in 
relation to the responsibility of 
parents and the state. This is 
much easier said than done. It 
shall require not only a for- 
midable effort at com- 
munication across disciplinary 
lines but a serious coming to 
terms with social and political 
values and realities.” 

An Indication of whether we 
care enough about the victims 
of family violence to act can be 
gleaned from the attendance at 
this past weekend’s con- 
ference. Over a thousand In- 
vitations were sent out to 
CLSCs, social agencies, 
universities, the Protestant 
School Board and the Catholic 
School Board. Announcements 
that the conference was going 
to be held and that it was open 
to the public were broadcast 
over almost every, if not every 
major radio station. Seven 
people showed up.

Zionism. . . 

In the horrible years leading 
up to the holocaust, while every 
nation slammed its doors in the 
faces of the Jewish refugees, 
the whole Zionist movement 
from left to right threw Itself 
behind the effort to save the 
Jews, smuggling them Into the 
one place even remotely 
available to them — Palestine. 
Traditional “antl-Zlonlst” 
historiography (e.g. Maxime 
Rodlnson), chooses to sweep 
this moral question under the 
rug. 

The attempt by Norma Salem 
to "understand’’ the Zionists 
(Dally, April 8), however com- 
mendable as a start, was 
nevertheless wrought with an 
Inexcusable undertone of 
condescension. She fails to 
realize that the right of the 
Israelis to self-determination, a 
point raised by the late editor of 
Monthly Review Leo Huberman 
In his dispute with co-edltory 
Sweezy — is every bit as much 
at the heart of the conflict as 
the Palestinians’ equal right. 
Why does she defend Gutkind’s 
anti-semitic slurs? Why does 
she not learn a lesson from 
James Petras (whom she 
favorably alludes to) in 
refraining from resorting to 
sordid Innuendo and false 
generalization when criticizing 
particular Israeli policies? Why 
don’t Gutklnd, Portway, and 
Salem rise above the level of 



cheap slogans and the more- 
.antl-Zlonlst-than-thou attitude 
prevailing among the Infantile 
elements of the Left, by adding 
their voices to the growing 
number, both In the PLO and 
Palestinian camps (e.g. Sabrl 
Jlryls, Raymonds Tawll, Ihsan 
Sartawl, Ellas Tuma, the Al-Fajr 
paper, etc.) and in the Zionist 
and Israeli camps (the New 
Outlook project, of which 
McGill professor Michael 
Brecher Is an active supporter) 
who are calling for mutual 
recognition and a two-state 
solution? 

Finally a message to the 
“Jewish humanists" who 
signed their name to the 
Comment. Their article was 
well-meaning, benign, and very 
poor. Their remarks about 
Israel’s relations with the Third 
World are thoroughly naive. 
How do they explain the fact 
that China arms the Chilean 
Junta without any appreciable 
damage to its prestige In the 
Third World? Why do the Arab 
countries continue to supply oil 
to South Africa — surely the 
most vital prop to apartheid — 
without anyone breaking 
diplomatic relations (c.f. Le 
Devoir, 13-11-79, op. ed., which 
lists Israel’s trade with S. Africa 
as 17th and 23rd among nations 
In exports and Imports 
respectively, well behind some 
Arab and Black African 
nations.) 

Progressive Jews must 
denounce Israel's links with 
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dictatorships, Its 

i discriminatory policies toward 
i Its Arab minority, and on a 
different level against its 
Yiddish-speaking and 
Sephardic communities. Thoy 
should unequivocally support 
the Palestinian’s struggle for 
self-determination, the Israeli 
workers In their class struggle, 
and Israeli women In their 
battle for a non-sexist society. 
But it would be truly lamentable 
If this became the- be-all and 
end-all of Jewish socialism. 
This year marks the centenary 
of the first modern wave of 
pogroms In Russia, which 
Narodnaya Volya defended 
under the watchword “The 
wheels of revolution shall be 
greased with the blood of the 
Jews!” Some Jewish 
"revolutionaries" of the 
Gutklnd variety supported this 
position, and it seems that the 
anti-semitic tradition on the 
Left, which pre-dates Zionism, 
is as much a burning Issue 
today. Long live the moment 
when International solidarity 
can include the Jews qua Jews.

The end of April marks the first an- 
niversary of the "Mandel Affair" that 
has rocked McGill during this academic 
year. The tempest of controversy shows 
t no sign of subsiding. On the contrary, 
^ with at least one, and more likely two, 
external inquiries In the offing the real 
> storm has yet to break over McGill. 

• On April 29, 1980 a meeting of the 
' Political Science Department, along 
with five student representatives, voted 
13 against 9 with one abstention to 
reject the candidacy of David Mandel 
for a tenure-track position in Soviet and 
East European politics. Mandel, who 
had been teaching in this field at McGill 
( In 1979-80 on a one-year contract, was 
the unanimous choice of the student 
representatives and had an excellent 
publication record, including two books 
on the labour movement In Russia 
during the Revolution currently being 
published by Macmillan in the U.K. He 
was also the only Canadian on the short 
list of the five top candidates. 

The vote to reject his candidacy, 
which had been put forward by the 
appointments committee from a list of 
several dozen applicants, was taken 
with virtually no discussion of his 
qualifications. After the vote, the ap- 
pointments committee was Instructed 
to return with another candidate for the 
post. But it came back once again with 
Mandel’s name. The Chairperson 
overruled this action once he found 
himself back at the departmental 
meeting. 

Thus began Mandel’s one-year 
struggle to establish his right to an 
appeal which would rule whether the 
department indeed had valid academic 
reasons for rejecting his candidacy. 
Mandel himself has alleged — and 
various professors as well as a member 
of the Board of Governors have stated 
privately and publicly — that he was 
discriminated against because of his 
political views and activities. He also 
claims that the department acted In 
contravention of the guidelines of the 
Canadian Association of University 
Teachers (CAUT), which require that 
non-Canadian appointments be 
justified on academic grounds before a 
universal body. 

To date, the department refuses to 
give him a statement of the reasons for 
its decision. Speaking last fall before 
the graduate students, the current 
1 Chairperson, Professor Harold Waller, 
I argued that everyone voted for his or 
* her own reasons and he could not know 
-what these were. He hastened to add, 
i ' however, that he was sure they were 
legitimate academic reasons. The 
students, for their part, did not share his 
confidence. Too much evidence 
[Seemed to point to foul play. Professor 
’.Waller himself was in an awkward 
position asking for the students’ trust, 
he had been Chairperson of the 
department during the Valllancourt 
case a few years before. A CAUT inquiry 
found that in the department's decision 
not to renew the contract of Professor 
Valllancourt, a Marxist and MFU ac- 
tivist, there had been ‘‘an accumulation 
of irregularities and Improprieties in 
procedure and an Inadvertent in- 
consistent creation and application of 
r standards." In his submission of the 
department's case, Professor Waller 
somewhat naively asked whether It was 
not proper to use a probationary period 
not to renew a member "who seems to 
create so many problems." The in- 
vestigatory commission, chaired by Dr. 
David Johnston, replied that scholar- 
ship often-creates problems and that 
“claims of non-congeniality are entirely 
' Improper reasons for non-renewal." 



At the October 23, 1980 departmental 
meeting a letter endorsed jointly by the 
Political Science Students' Association 
and the Political Science Graduate 
Students’ Association was presented, 
which stated: "In light of the ex- 
traordinary circumstances surrounding 
the case.. .we find it unacceptable that 
the department should continue to 
shield itself behind a legalistic facade. 
We can only assume...that the depart- 
ment has something to hide." It 
requested the Chairperson to give a 
"comprehensive written statement of 
the academic reasons for not ap- 
pointing David Mandel.” The sole reply 
came a few weeks later In Professor 
•Waller's rhetorical question to graduate 
representatives: Surely they had not 
meant the letter to be taken seriously! 

This letter was, in fact, the swan song 
of organized political science student 
support for Mandel. The letter had 
ended with a pledge of support for an 
investigation of the department by the 
CAUT "as a first step toward further 



of a conversation in which he told 
Mandel that his research was "too 
historical." He told Mandel that the 
Dean wanted to speak with him. 

Dean Vogel refused to help Mandel 
secure an appeal. He did say, however, 
that he was "grubbing around" for 
some other appointment at McGill for 
Mandel, though it would not be 
equivalent to what he had lost. He told 
Mandel that at some point he would 
have to make a decision, although he 
would not force him to make it on the 
spot. The Dean told Mandel to contact 
Professor Miller, Chairperson of the 
History Department. 

Professor Miller informed Mandel 
that the Dean had given him the go- 
ahead to offer him a part or full-time 
position on a limited-term basis. Mandel 
made clear that he would not consider 
any offer unless it was made through 
legitimate channels and that he saw 
himself under no obligation to desist in 
his efforts to win an appeal of the 
Political Science Department’s 
decision. Miller agreed and said he 
would look into the department’s needs. 
Neither Professor Miller nor Dean Vogel 
ever contacted Mandel again. 

Next Mandel went to the Senate Staff 
Relations Committee. Here he was 
Informed that his case did not fall 
within the Committee’s iurisdictlon. 
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action." But no further action was 
forthcoming. 

On the other hand, the professors 
who had voted for Mandel and who had 
confirmed after the decision that he had 
been the victim of political bias ("They 
don’t like Jews who are leftists and not 
Zionist," one Is reported to have said) 
did not actively support Mandel nearly 
as much as even the students, who are 
after all In a more vulnerable position. 
They retired from the scene of battle 
almost as soon as it had begun, ex- 
plaining their actions variously in terms 
of "departmental unity" and "he can’t 
win anyway, so why should I stick my 
neck out." Despite the serious harm the 
continuing controversy has Inflicted on 
the department's reputation, not one 
professor has urged the administration 
to co-operate with the CAUT inquiry in 
order to arrive at a swift resolution of 
the affair. Students and professors 
speak of an atmosphere of fear. 

As a result, Mandel has waged his 
fight for an appeal with little active 
support from within the university, 
except for individual students and 
professors, most of the latter 
associated with the McGill Faculty 
Union (non-accredlted), which has 
endorsed the CAUT’s call for an inquiry. 
It very quickly turned into a veritable 
battle of David against Goliath, with all 
the major forces of the McGill 
establishment lining up squarely 
behind the powers-that-be In the 
Political Science Department to block 
an Investigation. For those who seek to 
understand the Inner workings of 
McGill, the Mandel case holds great 
interest. 

Mandel first approached the 
Chairperson of the department for a 
written statement of the reasons for the 
rejection of his candidacy. Professor 
Kunz refused. He also had "no record" 



With this, Mandel had exhausted the 
internal appeal procedures at McGill. 
His next step could only be to go out- 
side the university. In this respect, 
Principal Johnston contradicted 
himself (not the first time) in his April 8 
interview with the Daily, in which he 
expressed his surprise that Mandel had 
never come to him with a document or 
petition, that he went directly to the 
CAUT. In another case currently before 
the CAUT, Principal Johnston wrote 
that he could not intervene on behalf of 
the aggrieved professors who should 
avail themselves of the Senate Staff 
Relations Committee as the appeal 
procedure. In any case, neither the 
Dean, nor the Senate Staff Relations 
Committee, nor the McGill Association 
of University Teachers (MAUT) 
suggested the possibility of appealing 
to the Principal. 

It was thus already July when Mandel 
asked the Academic Freedom and 
Tenure Committee (AFTC) of the CAUT 
to Investigate.’The AFTC decided that 
Mandel's allegations merited an inquiry 
and proposed that the McGill ad- 
ministration co-operate with It in this. 
Almost three months later Principal 
Johnston refused on the grounds that 
the Quebec Human Rights Commission 
(QHRC) was already Investigating and 
that this would serve as the external 
inquiry the CAUT was requesting. The 
CAUT then renewed Its proposal, 
suggesting that Mandel would stay the 
QHRC Inquiry If McGill would agree to a 
joint investigation with the .CAUT. (In 
fact, the QHRC to this day has not 
begun its inquiry.) Again Principal 
Johnston refused. 

This refusal would seem to contradict 
his statement to the Dally that “We 
think that some body independent of 
McGill, and presumably the CAUT, 
should look into these allegations to 



see If they are borne out." Even more 
curious Is the fact that, despite the 
reasons given for not co-operating with 
the CAUT, McGill's lawyers have 
challenged the QHRC's decision to 
Investigate in an attempt to block this 
inquiry too. On February 10 the firm of 
Curtois, Clarkson, Parsons and Tétrault 
submitted a thirteen-page brief on 
McGill's behalf containing a virtually 
point-by-point rebuttal of Mandel’s 
deposition to the QHRC (without, 
however, offering any academic 
grounds for the rejection of his can- 
didacy). The brief concludes that 
Mandel’s complain lacks sufficient 
prima facie evidence to warrant an 
Inquiry, which should be terminated at 
once, i.e. before it had even begun. (The 
QHRC Is presently considering this 
challenge.) 

In his Interview, Principal Johnston 
stated: “I haven’t examined the 
allegations of Dr. Mandel piece by 
piece, so I am in no position to make 
any judgements whatsoever." McGill’s 
lawyers would appear to be acting 
Independently of the university’s 
highest administrative officer! 

For whatever reasons, therefore, the 
entire administration, from Dean to 
Principal, is backing the powers that be 
in the Political Science Department. 
The same is true of the MAUT, which 
after a series of flipflops refused 
Mandel's request that It endorse the 
CAUT’s proposal for' a joint Inquiry. 
Moreover, In November, 1980 the MAUT 
introduced a motion in Senate, which 
passed in slightly amended form, 
specifically directed against the 
CAUT’s "Canadianized Guidelines": 

"It (the CAUT) has a set of rules that 
are Inappropriate for McGill," argued 
Professor Velk. "The MAUT," reported 
the Daily, "particularly disagreed with 
the clause that appointees must be 
Canadian cltlznes unless the Senate is 
convinced that a foreigner is better 
qualified for the job." (A recent 
government-funded study on hiring in 
universities, Room at the Bottom, 
concluded that "so long as non- 
Canadians.. .are given preferential 
treatment, there wilt be a continuing 
shortage of jobs for Canadian 
graduates...The problems of the job 
market for new PhDs.Js not one of 
overproduction but of bias against 
Canadians." 

That Mandel was left out in the cold 
by an organization that claims to 
represent the interests of the 
professors Is probably not surprising to 
those acquainted with the MAUT; its 
rather intimate and subservient 
("collegial") relationship with the ad- 
ministration is currently the subject of a 
court case, in view of the serious 
conflicts of Interests in the 1980-81 
MAUT Executive on this score. Its Past 
President, a member of the Executive, Is 
Professor Waller. The Grievance 
Chairperson Is Professor I. Gopnik, 
whose wife, Professor M. Gopnik, is a 
member of the Linguistics Department, 
which Is currently embroiled in a 
dispute with Professor Marie-Thérèse 
Vinet that is formally very similar to the 
Mandel case. Several members of the 
MAUT Executive are currently American 
citizens, or came to McGill from the U.S. 

It is a very Impressle array of forces, 
indeed, that has lined itself up to 
prevent the inquiry that Mandel has so 
stubbornly fought for. The university 
establishment obviously felt that It 
could succeed In this if it rallied the 
faithful. This may turn out to have been 
a serious miscalculation. By casting its 
lot with the powers that hold sway In the 
Political Science Department, the rest 
of the McGill establishment will have to 
share in the consequences of an inquiry 
that may well find in Mandel’s favour. 
And with the new PQ victory at the polls 
and the financial squeeze, McGill 
cannot really afford to lose any friends.
